UWao're In hell's hole and thore's no ques-
tlon about it,” profancly but earnestly re-
marked Major Puray of the Board of Publie
Works yostordny afternoon when he found
that the final paving ordinances ordering the
paving of Fortieth street from Davenport to
Cuming street; Park avenue, from Leaven-
worth to Hickory stroei; Davenport, from
Thirty-tinth to Forveth; Thirty-niath, from
Farnam to Davenport: aud Lothrop street,
from Sherman avenuo to Eightednih street,
wore defective,

The troublo with these ordluances wns
that they fallea to state thac the material
with which the sirects wero to wve paved
should be Trindad shéet asphnitum, takon
from the pitch lake in the islind of Trinidad.
They simply stated that the material should
Lo sheot asphaltum,

Tho councll had passed new ordinonces
specifying that the asphaltum should come
from that piteh luke and the board had
awardod contracts in accurdance with the
terms of the old ordinsnce that did not
locate tho asphaltum in the Trinlded pitch
lnke.

What Members Say of It

Chairman Birkhauser said that the eonnell
had issued 1ts order and he did not son that
the board could do unything but readvertiso
for bids, He hotoa to do it for it took away
all compeution aod loft the matter entirely
In thoe handsof tho Barcber people and ullowed
them to fix their own prices,

At tho letting, which was in compliance
with the terms of the origioal ordinance,
Aundrew Jolels captured all of these streets
on o bid of .40 ver squire yard for Trini-
fod sheet asphaltum, form B with a
live-year gudranty. Then wlnm Juleks
wis knocked out by the covnell, it left the
streols without any mdder, as tho  Boura of
Public Works haa rejected tho other bids,
which were put in by Jotun Grant and the
Barber Asphalt company.

The land ofice and the
patent oftfice are elbowing each olher 1 one
building like a palr of obstreperous twins in
a single eradle, "Tho ecradle rightfuliy beg
longs 1o one of the twins—it was built for
the patent oftlco ana is alwavs known by
that name, but the land oMee has pushed its
wuy 1, and the secretary of tho interior him-
sell has wedged his majestic vresence into a
corner thatis much needed by o forev ol over-
crowded clerks. The result of all thns has
been an outbrenk of open hostilities, At
every-oession ol conpress the patent office
makes a desperate effort to evict the land
office and force 1t 1o seek other quuriers,
Hitherto theso attacks have been met by o
a masterly inectivity. The last congress ap-
propriated 15,000 to pay tho rent of an out-
side tuilding for the land oftive, but the
woney was not drawn.  This year uo appro-
priation of this kKind has been made, nod the
Innd oftice bas detiautly anunounved that it
intends to stay whero it {8 untll o permanent
fireproof building Is put up for i, Insteaa of
exposing [ts valuable records to the dauger
of destruction by moeving to & Lemporary
shelter,

Under tnese clreamstanen both offices are
about as comfortubiy situated B8
the tenants of Chinese lodgiug houses,
Their clorks are so crowded that In
some parts of the bullding they have
to be given permission ot ghort lutervals to
o out and fll their lunes with fresh  alr,
Thetr records are piled up in moldering con-
fusion,

In this situation it could hardly be expeot-
ed that strangers could have much suceess in
unraveling lund or pateot cases, Even an
atlorney  nccastomed  to  cousulting  the
récords 1n an avorage courthouse would be
balled when hn ¢ucountered the dingy heaps
ol boors and the hundreds of jestling clerks
ln the two great rival departments. [t takes
expert guidnw to lead the way through that
labyrinth, Fortunately expert ussistance of
that kiod is easily bhad.
